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Carter picks Mondale 
as his running-mate 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Presidential nominee Jimmy Carter 
today named Sen. Walter Mondale of Minnesota as the man 
he wanted for vice president, and prepared to address a 
Democratic National Convention eager to hear his rallying 
cry for the march against the Republicans in November. 
Carter, nominated for president Wednesday night by the 
37th Democratic convention, kept secret his choice for vice 
president until a mid-morning news conference where he an­ 
nounced that he had asked Mondale to run with him in 
November “and he graciously accepted.'* 
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on Carter’s final list of possible running mates, joined Carter 
in a few minutes and said a Carter administration would be 
“ the greatest presidency this country has ever had.” 
Earlier, the White House said President Ford telephoned 
Carter this morning, congratulated him on his nomination 
and said he hoped the fall election could be kept “on a high 
level.” 
“ It was an extremely kind thing for him to do,” Carter 
said later. 
There was no certainty, however. Carter would be 
challenging Ford, the Republican incumbent, or locked in 
combat with Ronald Reagan, who is pressing Ford for the 
Republican presidential nomination when the GOP holds its 
own National Convention Aug. 16-20. 
In any case, Democrats gathered for their convention in 
Madison Square Garden seemed not very worried about 
which Republican the Carter ticket fought. They smelled a 
win in November and Carter forces have been able to 
determine events and currents at the convention by arguing 
that anything other than unity would hurt their man. 
Tonight, after the convention ratified Carter’s vice 
presidential choice — though technically it did not have to — 
Carter was to close the convention with the final big speech, 
traditional prerogative of the presidential candidate. 
It would be Carter's first appearance at the convention. 
Those who admired him, and those who felt he should have 
been more specific about issues during the arduous 
primaries which brought him to flag-decked Madison Square 
Garden, awaited the address, hoping Carter would tell them 
why the Republicans should be chased out of the White 
House after eight years of rule 
Carter, the 51-year-old former Georgia governor, came 
from the small town of Plains and what early scoffers called 
“ nowhere” to take the nomination. He said that had been a 
19-month job, “ full-time.” 
Wednesday night. Carter watched from his 21st floor suite 


at the Americana Hotel, 20 blocks north of the Garden, as he 
was nominated While delegates shouted themselves hoarse, 
he smiled and sat in shirtsleeves before a television set. 
At 11:15 p.m. EDT Wednesday, 28 minutes after the roll 
call began, the 152-member Ohio delegation put him over. 
Her voice quavering with excitement, Christine Gitlin of 
Berea, Ohio, the delegation chairman, said: “ I am proud and 
happy to join ... in the spirit of unity and victory in 
November by casting 122 votes ...” 
She could go no further Pandemonium exploded. The band 
struck up 
Happy Deys Am Hare Again, 
and more than 
5,600 delegates and alternates went wild 
That gave Carter 1,550 votes — 54 more than he needed. 
When the roil call was finished, a beaming Georgia Gov. 
George Busbee moved to give Carter the nomination by ac­ 
clamation, and the delegates shouted their approval at 11:38 
p.m. 
The final tally gave Carter 2,238% of the 3,006 delegate 
votes; Rep. Morris Udall of Arisona, 329Mi; Gov Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. of California, 300%; Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama, 57. and Ellen McCormack, the antiabortion can­ 
didate from New York, 22. 
The remaining votes went to such figures as. Sen. Frank 
Church of Idaho, Henry Jackson of Washington — both on 
Carter's list of vice presidential finalists — Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn, and former Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma 
Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., and Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass, who watched from a convention gallery with the 
rest of the Kennedy clan, each received one vote. 
California’s Brown switched his votes to Carter when the 
roll call ended. “This convention is the beginning of a 
Democratic sweep across the country, and that comes none 
too soon,” Brown said with a grin. 
la his moment of glory. Carter sat on a sofa cradling his 
proud mother, Lillian, 78, in one arm and holding his 
daughter Amy, 8, and grandson Jason, in his lap. 
At one point, a scene of cheering citizens in his hometown 
appeared on one screen “ I’ve never seen that many people 
in Plains,” he exclaimed 
Then, rolling up his left shirtsleeve, he stood up, broke Into 
a broad smile, and moved closer to the bank of three televi­ 
sion sets in his room. He sat down, folded his hands under his 
chin and watched his wife, Rosalyim, fighting back tears of 
joy in the convention hall as she told reporters of their long 
journey together from political oblivion through the 
primaries to ultimate victory.

A Lompoc woman was killed and three other persons injured, one seriously, in a 
grinding two-vehicle accident last night at O Street and Maple Avenue, police say. 
The driver of one vehicle was treated for minor Injuries and then arrested on a 
vehicular manslaughter charge. 
Joyce LaVeme Cason, 40, of 1017 W. Cherry Ave , was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Lompoc Hospital shortly after midnight. Donald Edward Spence, 49, of 1017 W. 
Cherry Ave., was treated at the same hospital and then transferred to Marian 
Hospital In Santa Maria. He was listed In serious condition this morning, suffering 
from facial injuries. 
Cason and Spence were in the same car, but police today had not determined which 
of them was the driver, although Cason was listed as the registered owner. Both were 
ejected to the pavement after the collision. 
Scott Douglas Laurie, 18, of 3885 Oaktrail Rd., Santa Ynez. driver of a pickup truck 
that collided with the Cason car, was booked in Lompoc Jail under $2,500 bail. He was 
charged with vehicular manslaughter and suspicion of driving while under the in­ 
fluence of alcohol. 
Police say witnesses reported the pickup truck driven by Laurie was westbound on 
Maple Avenue when it sped at high speed through a boulevard stop sign at O Street 
and into the Cason car. Laurie reportedly told officers his truck had defective brakes. 
The force of the collisions'ripped the Cason car, sending it careening diagonally 
across the intersection and into the parkway in front of 501 North O St. Laurie’s 
truck reportedly hurtled through the intersection after striking the car and came to 
rest on Maple Avenue, 153 feet west of the intersection. Police said debris from both 
vehicles Uttered the intersection.

HARRISBURG. Pa. (UPI) - The 
completion of the Democratic ticket to­ 
day gave Ronald Reagan ammunition for 
his battle to persuade uncommitted 
Republican delegates to the party's 
national convention next month that be 
can do better in November than Presi­ 
dent Ford. 
Reagan came to Pennsylvania to meet 
with the officiaUy uncommitted 103 
member GOP delegation after seeking 
support among New Jersey's pro-Ford, 
67-member delegation Wednesday. 
Reagan said the Democrats’ Carter- 
Mondale ticket exemplified “ the 
Democratic leadership philosophy — the

York, said from Newark, N.J. that one 
argument being made to GOP liberals in 
those states is that, “ Ronald Reagan will 
run a lot better among the working class, 
ethnic groups in the Northeast than 
President Ford will against Jimmy

Reagan met privately with about a 
dozen members of the New Jersey 
delegation Wednesday and also addres­ 
sed the entire delegation at a session

A bold Ventura businessman is ready 
to provide Lompoc with a public user- 
pay racketball facility at virtually no 
cost to the city. 
Rick Beguelin went before the Parks 
and Recreation Commission last night 
with a solid proposal for a six or seven 
court facility for the city. 
Part of the atlehtic looking salesman’s 
presentation was sn impressive 20- 
minute slide show of a $600,000,10-court 
complex Beguelin and his two partners 
built for Ventura. Completed June 18, the 
building was the first 
in a series 
to build 
called "the 
fastest growing sport in America.” 
The way Beguelin and his associates' 
enterprise works is that they build a 
building if a city will provide the land 
and a long enough lease to allow them to 
regain their investment, 
At Ventura, Beguelin and his partners 
charge between $185 and $3.00 an hour 
for use of the courts and have a 50-year 
lease on the complex. Because it is built 
on city land, which is leased, it will 
become the city’s building after the lease 
expires. 
Beguelin asked the commission to 
recommend to City Council to develop a 
lease document which would he con­ 
ducive to the project. He said he would 
need at least another 50-year lease with 
“a low obligatioo to the city for the first 
couple of years.” By low obligation, he 
was asking for about $1 a year which is 
what he is paying Ventura for the first 
two years of that lease. After the lease 
expired the building would belong to 
Lompoc. 
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Jimmy Carter is alive and well in 
Lompoc. 
But he isn’t runningtor President; he’s 
a resident. 
About the only thing he has in common 
with the Democratic Party’s presiden­ 
tial nominee is his name. 
Lompoc's James E. Carter, of 300 W 
North Ave., told The Record he doesn’t 
have a political affiliation and that he 
isn’t even planning on voting in the 
November presidential election, either 
for his more famous namesake or 
whoever the Republicans decide to put 
up as a candidate. 
He said he just got out of the military 
service last October and doesn’t consider 
himself weU enough informed to cast an 
intelligent ballot. 
The 26-year-old correctional officer at 
the Federal Correctional Institution here 
said be goes by Jim, Jimmy or James, 
and the similarity of his name with that 
of the Georgia peanut farmer and 
politican has made him the target of a lot 
of jokes since the campaign began 
The same line has been tossed at him 
more often than the one for the elevator 
operator who invariably is asked 
whether there aren’t a lot of ups and 
downs In his work 
* 
“ People ask me if 1 think I’m going to 
win or what I think my chances are,” 
said Carter, who sounded a bit like he 
already was tired of the whole thing even 
before the more famous James E Carter 
had been officiaUy nominated last night 
at the Democratic National Convention

Besides a lease, Beguelin said the city 
would have to provide parking. However, 
on the sight he recommended — an open 
area at Ryon Park just south of the 
flagpole — he said pa riling might be suf­ 
ficient. 
Beguelin said he is somewhat ap­ 
prehensive because of the smaller pop­ 
ulation concentration he would be work­ 
ing with in the Lompoc VaUey, but said, 
“ We are ready to move if Lompoc is." 
He said from the time Lompoc signed a 
lease to the time the building opened its 
doors, “ would be about nine to 10 
months.” 
The complex would also include a 
weight room, jacuzzi, steam sauna and 
showers. Like the Ventura facility, it 
would be open to the public on a pay-as 
you-use basis. 
“ Really,” Beguelin stated, “ it is a way 
for the city here to provide a $400.000 
facility for the community of Lompoc for 
virtually nothing.” 
Beguelin said be and his partners are 
scheduled to start building two more 
racketball facilities — one in Bakersfield 
on city land and the other In Canoga Park 
on private land. He said they could af­ 
ford to build on private land in Canoga 
Park because there is a 1.4 million pop­ 
ulation within 15 minutes of the facility. 
However, he said he “ wouldn’t be as 
positive about starting a facility in this 
community (Lompoc) if private land 
costs had to be incurred along with 
financing, development and other costs 
while also taking a risk because of the 
small population of the area.” 
The commission seemed impressed 
with the presentation and scheduled a 
trip, July 28, to go to the Ventura facility 
to further investigate the proposal.

“Gypsy” — one musical that 
has almost everything you’d ex­ 
pect in a show and some things 
you wouldn't expect — opened 
this week at Allan Hancock 
College’s Pacific Conservatory 
erf the Performing Arts. 
This is PCPA’s customary se­ 
cond musical of the summer 
season, w ith ’’C in d id e ” 
starting off the repertory this 
time. While “Candide” is based 
on a satirical play of social 
comment by a philosopher who 
lived 200 years ago, “Gypsy” 
is a modern work which, you 
can imagine, was put together 
by some clever people concered 
about the right ingredients for a 
successful Broadway show. 
Nothing politically controver­ 
sial here, this is a lean-back 
musical comedy made all the 
more enjoyable with strippers 
singing of their gimmicks. 
Most of us know that "Gyp­ 
sy” is a musical based on the 
life of Gypsy Rose Lee, the 
fabled burlesque queen. But if 
you have seen the show, then 
you know that the play is really 
about Gypsy's mother and her 
obsession — and it is no less 
than that — to make a star out 
of her daughter, Gypsy’s sister 
June. 
When things go amiss and 
June elopes, the mother turns 
to Louise (who becomes “Gyp­ 
sy” ) as the subject of her 
dream. 
It is easy to analyze the 
mother fixation, but it is better 
just to laugh at the extremes 
she goes to to get another audi­ 
tion 
Still, there are some grave 
moments when people walk out 


on her. but you may wonder if 
really Rose, the mother, isn’t 
the one doing the walking out. 
Professional Eve Roberts 
plays Rose and her perfor­ 
mance is admirable. The role 
obviously takes much con­ 
centration and energy and Ms. 
Roberts never lets herself slide 
by. 
Michael Winters plays Her­ 
bie. Rose's common-law hus­ 
band and agent, as a sincere 
fellow headed for a big loss. 
Louise is played by Susan E. 
Pellegrino. 
There were a lot of entertain­ 
ing performances and charm­ 
ing m usical num bers. The 
audience — all genders — rolled 
in laughter at the strutting and 
talk of the strippers. 
It’s too bad there were 
technical problems with the 
lighting and there is so much 
time between Gypsy’s costume 
changes. The pace of that scene 
is lost. 
Directed by Daniel Davis, 
“Gypsy” plays in rotation with

Costumes — some quite smart 
— were designed by Linda 
Fisher Robert Blackman did

The IRS said it will assess 
each tax credit claimed by an 
oil company to see if the pay­ 
ment was really a tax eligible 
for a credit in the United States 
or whether it was a royalty. The 
agency said all royalties must 
be deducted before any tax 
credit is claimed. 


A tax credit reduces dollar 
for dollar the amount of tax due 
to the U.S. Treasury A deduc­ 
tion allows a percentage of the 
payment, although no more 
than 50 per cent, to be deducted 
for U.S. tax purposes 


In the case of a corporation 
with a 9500.000 tax bill, a credit 
of 9166.000 would reduce the tax 
bill to 9400.000 while a deduc­ 
tion of 9100.000 would reduce 
the tax to no less than 9450.000 
Thus, a tax credit would be 
worth 950.000 more than a tax 
deduction to that corporation 


Some corporations apparent­ 
ly have considered both 
royalties and taxes paid to 
foreign governments to be eligi­ 
ble for tax credits in the United 
States and some hare described 
their royalty payments as a tax.

LONDON (UPI) - Commu­ 
nist and other extreme left- 
wing groups are stepping up ef­ 
forts to subvert allied forces in 
Europe with American Gls “a 
particularly tempting target,” 
the Foreign Affairs Research 
Institute said today. 
The study said subversive 
ca m p a ign s a g a in s t U .S. 
servicemen in Europe are 
directed in large part against 
blacks and Puerto Ricans. 
“The threat to the loyalty of 
armed forces in Western 
Europe must be taken serious­ 
ly,” the study said. It described 
U.S. forces in the Western 
Alliance as “ a particularly 
tempting target for the profes­ 
sional agitator.” 
According to the study, “Ser­ 
vicemen and women who are 


away from their home environ­ 
ment and carrying out a 
deterrent role with its atten­ 
dant dangers of boredom can 
become disaffected relatively 
easily. This applies particularly 
to ethnic minority groups such 
as blacks and Puerto Ricans.” 


The institute is a privately 
financed body founded to carry 
out research in foreign affairs. 
The study was written by 
Anthony Burton, described as a 
lecturer and writer, who served 
16 years in the British army. 


“Disaffection in (me country 
cannot be seen in isolation,” 
Burton wrote. “It affects the 
strength of NATO in general 
and the future of Western Euro­ 
pean defense in particular.” 
' The study identified a Por­ 


tuguese-based 
international 
Communist organization named 
**Soldados 
Unidos 
Venceremos” 
(We united 
soldiers shall win) as exclusive­ 
ly concerned with inciting dis­ 
content in Western European 
armies. 
Recalling recent unrest in the 
French army, it said “Should 
there be further signs of unrest 
in the French Army or in any 
other West European Army, 
one may expect the left to 
organize its international con­ 
tacts to gain the maximum 
publicity and to spread the dis­ 
affection as widely as pos­ 
sible.”

Syrians capture 
leftist bastion 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Syrian fore» captured Baal­ 
bek. the last leftist stronghold 
in eastern Lebanon, reports 
said today. Fighting subsided in 
Beirut, but the capital, without 
power and medicine, feared a 
typhoid epidemic. 
Reports reaching Beirut from 
witnesses and local reporters in 
Baalbek said Syrian troops and 
tanks seized the ancient “City 
of the Sun” 55 miles northeast 
of the captal and a Palestinian 
camp on its outskirts Wednes­ 
day. 
The Syrians were reported to 
be in full control of the city — 
the last major leftist base in the 
fertile Bekaa VaUey invaded by 
Syrian troops in June — 
although Palestinians said their 
forces were putting up scat­ 
tered resistance. 
Shell damage to the center of 
the city, in peacetime a tourist 
attraction famed for its Roman 
temple ruins, was reported to 
be extensive. 
Gashes continued around the 
leftist-held port of Tripoli, 51 
miles north of the capital, and 
Christian forces laid siege to 
the Palestinian camp of Tal 
Zaatar in southeast Beirut for 
the 25th day. 
But only scattered machine- 
gun and sniper Are hit the 
capital’s flre-gutted commer­ 
cial center and bombed-out, 


garbage-strewn 
residential 
quarters. 


The marked reduction in 
fighting coincided with a 
limited Syrian withdrawal from 
the leftist-held port of Sidon and 
reports that Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat 
may be going to Damascus soon 
for reconciliation talks. 


B u t 
B e i r u t , 
without 
electricity or water for a 
month, faced a new crisis. 


The head of the public Health 
Department of the American 
University Hospital said today 
the city was “on the verge of an 
epidemic” of typhoid unless 
water and power are restored 
and hospitals receive medicines 
the Syrians have refused to 
allow into the western Moslem 
half of the capital for the past 
six months. 


“Unless conditions improve 
and medicines are sent, Leba­ 
non may witness what will go 
down in its history as a black 
August,” Dr. Aphtim Akra said. 


The Syrians Wednesday part­ 
ly eased their blockade on 
Sidon. 30 miles south of Beirut, 
pulling back four battalions, 
tanks and artillery 14 miles to 
Jezzin on the mountain ridge 
leading down into the Bekka, 
local reporters said.

cident 
The Harrises, helping con­ 
duct their own cross examina­ 
tions. appeared to be building a 
defense on the argument they 
were on a “ Robin Hood" style 
escapade as members of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, 
borrowing cars with no inten­ 
tion of stealing them or harm­ 
ing the drivers. 
The Harrises, charged with 11 
counts of robbery, assault and 
kidnap, agreed at the beginning 
of the trial they committed the 
actions they are charged with, 
but disputed that what they did 
was criminal. 
Miss Hearst, scheduled to be 
tried separately, also conceded 
her role She testified at her 
San Francisco trial she was 
acting on an unthinking “ reflex 
action" when rite sprayed the 
front of a sporting goods store 
with automatic rifle fire to free 
H arris from a guard who 
suspected him of shoplifting. 


The guard. Anthony Shepard, 
22. testified Wednesday that 
bullets from Miss Hearst’s gun 
splattered about them as he 
wrestled with Harris, who ap­ 
peared "surprised." 
The bullets “ could have hit 
Bill Harris, he could have been 
dead." Shepard testified. "He 
said. ‘Hey. you better get out of 
here’. From the tone of his 
voice be didn't really know 
what was happening 
His testimony bolstered a 
defense argument putting the 
blame for the shooting on Miss 
Hearst. The Harrises contend 
they did not bring her along as 
protection, were surprised 
when she opened fire and were 
in danger of being killed 
because she was such a bad 
shot.

33rd Hughes 'will' 
received by clerk 


LAS VEGAS. Nev (U P I) - 
The 33rd Howard Hughes 
"w ill" arrived at the Dark 
County courthouse Wednesday, 
even as two handwriting ex­ 
perts called the first and most 
likely version a fake. 
The purported will arrived by 
special delivery mail from 
Chicago accompanied by a let­ 
ter from a woman who signed 
herself "Janet,“ saying Hughes 
left it with her in a small 
leather case. 
It would leave his 32 5 billion 
fortune to Hughes' relatives 
and the Mormon church 
The first document to appear, 
found on a desk in Mormon 
church headquarters in Salt 
Lake City and dubbed “ the 
Mormon w ill." also left much 
of Hughes' estate to the 
Mormons. 
It has been regarded as the 
most likely to be genuine and is 
the only document actually 


filed for probate, beginning a 
court battle that may last for 
decades 
Two handwriting experts who 
examined it concluded that 
document is a forgery, said at­ 
torneys Oscar Goodman and 
Jerom e Blut. The analysts, 
Lucille Lacy of Houston and 
Sherwood Morrill of San Diego, 
thus joined a b a ttle of 
handwriting experts, some of 
whom have pronounced the 
document genuine and others 
who declared it a fake 
They were hired by the un­ 
iversities of Nevada. Texas, 
California and the Rice In­ 
stitute. a ll named in the 
“ Mormon w ill" to receive large 
bequests. Administrators of the 
universities said they wanted 
an independent analysis of the 
validity of the document before 
deciding whether to join the 
probably expensive court batt­ 
le.

Kidnaped boy rescued; abductor held 


M INEOLA, N X (U P I) - A 
6-year-old Long Island boy kid­ 
naped and held for $100,000 ran­ 
som foiled the alleged abduc­ 
tor, who left him alone to attend 
his grandmother's funeral, ac­ 
cording to police. 
Nassau County Chief of 
Detectives Frank Klecak said 
Richard Bassik, 33. of New 
York City, found police waiting 
when he returned to a motel in 
Westbury, N.Y., after the 
funeral Wednesday 
The kidnaped boy — Paul 
Freider, son of insurance man 
Irving Freider for whan Bassik 
worked — was rescued from the 
motel 90 minutes earlier, police 


said. 
Klecak told reporters Bassik, 
brother of assistant Bronx 
District Attorney Barry Bassik. 
was charged with first degree 
kidnaping. He said the motive 
apparently was Bassik's finan­ 
cial troubles. 
Police said Bassik left Paul in 
the motel room with his eyes 
taped shut, but that the 
boy was neither gagged nor 
bound 
The youth called the 
motel switchboard operator 
after his captor left, and she 
telephoned police. 
Klecak said Paul “ did an aw­ 
ful lot in his own behalf, and he 
was sharp enough to make cer­ 


tain moves that brought this 
case to a happy ending.” 
Klecak said he did not know 
why Bassik left the boy alone, 
but the suspect*# brother said 
he and Richard had attended 
their grandmother’s funeral 
during the afternoon. 
Police said the suspect was 
“ deeply in debt.” He had 
worked for two years as a 
salesman for Paul’s father, 
owner of the Pinkham Insur­ 
ance Agency in New York city. 
Detectives said Paul, whose 
family has a 375,000 split-level 
home in Jericho, N.Y., was 
matched from his bike near the 
house Tuesday evening. 


His mother, Carole, received 
a telephone call 30 minutes 
later from a man who said he 
had kidnaped the hoy. The 
caller demanded $100,000 ran­ 
som. 
Klecak said Paul’s fam ily 
was ready to pay, hut the boy 
was freed before arrangements 
could be made« 
If convicted of the kidnaping 
charge, Bassik could be sen­ 
tenced to 15 years to life.

NEW YORK (U P I) - Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. of California shut down his 
brief 1976 maverick campaign 
for president today, but ques­ 
tions persisted about any 
lingering White House ambi­ 
tions in 1980. 
And, Brown coyly fueled the 
fires of speculation by insisting 
he wants to return to governing 
the most populous state in the 
nation and decide whether he 
wants a second term as gover­ 
nor in 1978. 
Even at a news conference 
shortly after threw 278 of 
California’s 280 Democratic 


National Convention votes to 
presidential nominee Jim m y 
Carter Thursday night, the 38- 
year-old Californian seemed to 
encourage the guessing 
game. 
Asked about future presiden­ 
tial plans, Brown replied in his 
typical droll fashion that he 
takes “ one step at a time.” 
Queried about whether there 
was any truth to the notion that 
his campaign constituted a dry 
run test, the governor replied: 
“ I suppose there is an element 
of truth in everythin®.” 
But pressed further, Brown 
said, “ I w ouldn’t try to 


measure it.” 
From the outset of his late 
starting three-month campaign 
for the nomination, questions 
persisted about why Brown, in 
the face of virtually insur­ 
mountable odds, kept doggedly 
pressing even after Carter had 
the nomination clearly locked. 
“ Is this my last hurrah?” he 
replied to a questionner in New 
York. “ This may be my first 
hurrah.” 
Brown insisted on opposing 
Carter through the roll call of 
the convention, contending that 
his supporters wanted the op­ 
portunity to vote for him and 


“ diversity” was healthy for the 
party. Brown went into the con­ 
vention with 267 committed 
votes and finished with 300Vk. 
For a full day, the television­ 
conscious Brown and Carter 
camps see-sawed back and 
forth on whether the challenger 
would join in the traditional 
cerem ony of m aking the 
nomination by acclamation. He 
did. 
Brown popped up on the floor 
of Madison Square Garden to 
shouts and cheers from sup­ 
porters and was recognized to 
switch California’s initial votes 
of 205 for himself, 73 for Carter 


and two for Rep. Morris K. 
Udall of Arizona. 
Flanked by his beaming 
father, former Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown, he then announced 278 
for Carter, but somehow the 
remaining last two California 
delegate votes got lost 


Asked if the two votes were 
meant for Udall, Brown con­ 
fessed into the microphone: 


“ We just can’t tell you where 
those two votes are for. Who 
are those votes for? 


“ Just leave it at 278 votes for 
Carter. We’ll just leave those 


two floating in the hall.” 


In swinging the California 
votes to the Georgian, he 
declared that “ it’s a long dif­ 
ficult struggle to live within our 
environment, work together 
and bring about cooperation. I 
think Jim m y Carter can do 
that. He’s proved it to you and 
he’s proved it to me.” 


Carter later called Brown and 
chatted for about 10 minutes. 
Brown repeated assurances 
that he would campaign en­ 
thusiastically for the nominee 
both in California and else­ 
where.

SANTA CLARA (U P I) - A 
California Arm says it can turn 
deserts into gardens with a 
revolutionary method that pro­ 
duces fresh water from the 
ocean. 
“ This is the stuff of dreams,” 
Roy Dudley, an engineer for a 
company called Polymetrics, 
said Wednesday. “ We can make 
drinking water out of sea 
water.” 
Polymetrics uses a method 
called reverse osmosis involv­ 
ing a thin membrane that 
filters out salt from the ocean 
water. 
The process is hastened by a 
device called a Polyblock, 
which consists of two hoses, a 
pump and several meters and 
gauges all connected to two 
cylinders. Salt water is pumped 
into one hose and fresh water 
splashes from the other. 
It took Polym etrics’ engi­ 
neers eight years to design the 
$8,000 machine, which produces 
from 5,000 to 15,000 gallons of 
water per day. Production was 
boosted by Dow Chemical Co.’s 
development of a system of 
hollow fibres to make improved 
membranes for the reverse 
osmosis process. 
Norman E. Dupree, the 35- 
year-old president of Potymet- 
rics, says his company can con­ 
vert ocean w ater faster, 
cheaper and better than anyone 
else. As the cost of water soars 
and droughts wilt crops aero» 
the nation. Polymetrics’ skills 


are in big demand. 
The company has four sea 
water conversion systems cur­ 
rently operating — two in 
Malaysia, one in Bermuda and 
on^ on St. Croix in the Virgin 
Islands. It also has 500 systems 
for freshening brackish water 
operating in 28 countries. 
The firm ’s only brackish 
water conversion unit in the 
United States is in Venice, Fla., 
where 10,000 residents get 1.4 
million gallons of water per day 
from the Polymetrics plant. 
Two Northern California 
communities hit hard by the 
drought — Bolinas and Stinson 
Beach — are consulting with 
Polymetrics on installation of 
the nation’s first sea water con­ 
version plant of its kind. 
“ These communities would 
have a dependable supply of 
fresh water from the ocean 
within a matter of weeks,” 
Dupree1' said. 
Polymetrics charges consid­ 
erably more for its systems — 
averaging out to about $4 per 
1,000 gallons of water — than 
local water districts. But the 
firm ’s executives say they 
already have a market for tem­ 
porary installations in drought 
areas, or places where fresh 
water is always scarce, such as 
Saudi Arabia. 
The company also expects the 
price to drop during the next 
few years, and notes it costs 
less than distillation, the other 
major desalination process.

SACRAMENTO <UI) - Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s flat 
$70-a-month pay raise for state 
civil service workers was for­ 
mally approved Wednesday by 
the state Personnel Board. 
The board said 98,774 em­ 
ployes, or about 80 per cent of 
the civil service workforce, 
received the flat pay boost, 
which Brown said w ill be in ef­ 
fect this fiscal year only. Hie 
remainder, mostly law enforce­ 
ment personnel, w ill receive 
bigger raises under several dif­ 
ferent formulas. 
The fla t pay raise was 
authorized by $206 m illion 
legislation passed last month. It 
is a radical departure from the 
usual manner of allocating 
percentage raises based on a ‘ 
worker’s salary, meaning the 
largest raises for workers at 
the highest pay levels. 
Brown requested the $70 flat 
raiae because he said it would 
be ef m ore benefit thaw a 
percentage raise to help low 
and middle income employes 
cope with inflation.

Water district maintains tax rate 


Maintaining a current tax 
rate of 75 cents per $100 of as­ 
sessed valuation on land only, 
directors of Improvement 
District No. 1 of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation 
District adopted a 1976-77 
fiscal year budget of $397,435 at 
a meeting Tuesday night in the 
district office in Santa Ynez. 
The district rate had been 
decreased to the 75-cent mark 
last year after it had been held 
at $1 for several years. 
Directors also approved by a 
pair of resolutions Santa Ynez 
River water diversion and ex­ 
change agreements with the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District. 
During a discussion of the 
wastewater disposal problems 
confronting the Santa Ynez 
Community Services District, 
improvement district board 
members reiterated a general 
policy of continuing to work 
with the SYCSD to help resolve 
those problems and at the same 
time protect the district’s 
water supply in the Santa Ynez 
River. 
Directors said the same prin­ 
ciple applies to the Santa Ynez 
Indian Reservation which 
proposes the installation of a 
sewage collector system within 


the reservation to be tied even­ 
tually to a community facility. 
Board members pointed out 
that residents of the reserva­ 
tion have gone ahead with a 
building program and are now 
serving new homes via septic 
tanks. The water district is now 
attempting to ascertain if the 
tanks are permanent or if the 
sewage will ultimately go into a 
collector system. 
The district is concerned, it 
was noted, because of the 
danger of pollution to Santa de 
Cota Creek, which runs through 
the reservation, as well as the 
Santa Ynez River below. 
Board members learned from 
district manager Thomas M. 
Petersen that use of irrigation 
water, especially in the Zone 3 
area north of Baseline Avenue 
to Los Olivos, has been heavy 
during the past weeks- and es­ 
pecially during the seven-day 
June record heat spell. 
Lack of adequate storage 
capacity in the Zone 3 reservoir 
has resulted in the development 
of a mutually-agreed-upon plan 
between the district and irriga­ 
tion wale? users for the im­ 
plementation of a possible con­ 
tingency plan should the danger 
of a water shortage arise again 
Basically the plan calls for 


the shut-off, on a rotation basis, 
of irrigation users. 
Directors also learned that 
the dewatered storage has 
reached what was termed “the 
magic number” of 10,000 acre- 
feet in the Santa Ynez basin 
above the narrows which means 
that water will now be released 
from Lake Cachuma behind 
Bradbury Dam. 
The board was told that a 
small release of 628 acre-feet 
was made from last week to 
satisfy the wells immediately 
below the dam. 
Directors completed the last

District agrees to plan 
to aid water connections 


Directors of the Buellton 
Community Services at a 
special meeting Tuesday night 
agreed in principle to an eight- 
point program outlined by the 
California D epartm ent of 
Health which could conceivably 
result in the lifting of restric­ 
tions on new connections to the 
district*« water system.

Chief purpose of the session 
was to determine ways in which 
the district’s Well No. 3 can be 
removed from the present 
standby and emergency-use 
status and placed into service 
within the district to allow ex­ 
pansion and additional water 
supplies to the district. 
Gannon and Ellsworth told 
the engineers that if Well No. 3 
is to be used as a regular source

of supply, an amended permit 
would have to be obtained. 
The state health department 
officials said they would allow 
the use of the well as a regular 
source of supply and lift the 
restriction on new connections 
if the district applies for the 
amended permit, prepares a 
timetable for major improve­ 
ments to the system and im­ 
mediately makes certain minor 
improvements to the system. 


The engineers said Gannon 
and Ellsworth indicated it 
would not be necessary for the 
district to wait until the 
amended permit was granted 
before new connections would 
be allowed. 


In addition to applying for the 
amended permit, the state will 
require installation at the well 
of an annular grout seal from 
ground surface to the top of the 
existing annular seal, which 
lies at about 10 feet from 
ground surface; construct a 
concrete pedestal at the well; 
install an automatic chlorina­ 
tion system similar to the one 
at the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District; loop the 
distribution system between La 
Lata Place and Dawn Drive to 
improve system pressure on La 
Lata Drive; prepare a tune 
table for undertaking major 
system improvements, and ap­ 
ply for federal and/or state 
grants to finance the major 
system improvements. 


The engineers recommended 
to the board that it attempt to 
negotiate with the health 
department to delay installa­ 
tion of the new chlorination 
system since the estimated cost 
would range between $6.000 and 
$10,000 depending upon the type 
of equipment installed. The 
engineers feet this Item should 
be included in the m ajor 
s y s t e m s 
i m p r o v e m e n t s 
category. 


Gannon and Ellsworth in­ 
dicated. the report said, that 
the recently passed Proposition 
3 might be a likely source of 
funds for the district and noted 
they are willing to support the 
district in obtaining a grant un­ 
der the program. 


“Although the procedures, 
requirements and method of 
disbursement of funds from 
Proposition 3 have not yet been 
determined, they r ec om­ 
mended that the engineering 
report on the needed improve­ 
ments be prepared and submit­ 
ted to them as soon as possible 
so that when the state is ready 
to review applications for these 
funds, the report will be sub­ 
stantially complete.” 


Buellton District directors 
authorised the engineers to 
proceed with the preparation of 
a draft timetable for system 
improvements to be presented 
for board review at a meeting 
next Wednesday night.

Photo by Tucson Daily Citizen, 
U.S. team 
should stay, 
says Taiwan 


MONTREAL (UPI) - The Taiwanese 
delegation today asked the American 
Olympic team to remain in the Montreal 
games, relieving the pressure that has 
threatened to wreck the Olympics. 
“The Taiwanese people have made 
some preliminary statement to ask the 
United States to stay in the Games, and 
this has had some effect on our 
position.” said Philip Km mm, president 
of the U.S. Olympic Committee. 
Wednesday night, Krumm had stated 
emphatically that “it is very much a pos­ 
sibility" the United States could walk out 
of the Games in support of Taiwan. 
The International Olympic Committee 
continued its marathon talk session to 
try to resolve the Taiwan issue and 
senior U.S. officials were conducting 
private talks amongst themselves in the 
Olympic Village. 
The United States was to hold a news 
conference later today following the IOC 
meeting. 
Krumm said the softening of the U.S. 
stand was brought about by Taiwan’s 
consideration “ of our a th le te s’ 
feelings." 
However, he added there still was no 
concession on the part of the Taiwanese, 
who are insisting on their right to take 
part in the Olympics under their IOC- 
recognized name of the Republic of 
China 
The Taiwanese proposed to the IOC 
that two men be permitted to march in 
Says Nahan: 


the opening ceremony as represen­ 
tatives of the Republic of China, follow­ 
ing which the team, most of whom still 
are in the United States, would leave for 
home without competing in the Games. 
“If our athletes were not already here, 
we would already have considered our 
participation canceled. We would have 
canceled in 10 minutes." 
Krumm announced a noon deadline as 
allowing the Canadian government suf­ 
ficient time to study the latest proposal 
for participation by Taiwan. However, 
the Canadians have been absolutely deaf 
in response to pleas to soften their posi­ 
tion on Taiwan. 
“I know I am beginning to sound like a 
broken record, but our position remains 
clear and firm," said Glen Shortliffe, 
special assistant to External Affairs 
Minister Allan MacEachen. 
Simply, the marathon dispute involves 
Taiwan’s contention that it nmist be 
represented here as the Republic of 
China, bearing its national flag. Canada, 
which has strong diplomatic and 
business ties with mainland China, will 
allow Taiwan to compete only under the 
designation of Taiwan. 
“If you come from Taiwan, you can’t 
say that you come from China,” 
declared Canadian Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau Wednesday night. 
However, Taiwan refused once again 
Wednesday night to march without its 
national flag. 
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Tark new Laker coach 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - University of 
Nevada-Las Vegas basketball coach 
Jerry Tarkanian will be named the new 
coach of the Los Angeles Lakers within 
the next 48 hours, a local sportscaster 
said Wednesday. 
Stu Nahan of KABC-TV said Tarkanian 
will replace Bill Sharman, who has been 
given an executive role with the NBA 
club. 
Nahan, quoting a “highly placed, un- 
impeachab* source," said Laker owner 
Jack Kent Cooke spent three hours dis­ 
cussing the coaching job with Tarkanian 
and that the Nevada coach would be 
named Laker coach “Friday at the 
latest." 


It is also reported that Cooke discussed 
the Los Angeles position with Louisville 
coach Denny Crum, a former assistant 
coach at UCLA, but opted for the more 
successful Tarkanian 
Sharman, whose five-year coaching 
contract expired Monday and was reas­ 
signed within the Laker organization in 
an executive capacity, will be named 
director of player personnel. Sharman is 
expected to take over as general 
manager within two years from Pete 
Newell. 
Sharman was rumored to be on his way 
out since last April, when the Lakers 
failed to make the playoffs for the se­ 
cond straight season

HARRISON, N Y. (UPI) - The PGA 
has made it mandatory for the top- 
ranking stars to play in the $300,000 
Westchester Classic, which begins to­ 
day, and that’s like a doctor ordering 
Willie Sutton to take a nice quiet job as a 
bank teller. 
Where else would they want to be when 
they have a crack at so much big money? 
In order to avoid the emharassment of 
a year ago when such stars as Jack 
Nicklaus, Arnold Palmer and Lee 
Trevino bypassed this stop on the tour o 
tend to private business, the PGA gave a 
designated status to the Westchester 
Classic this year, guaranteeing the par­ 
ticipation of anyone who had won a tour 
event last year or a major championship 
within the last five years. 
Two players, Lee Trevino and Bob 
Murphy, have been excused because of 
injury, but the rest of the “big name" 
stars, including Nicklaus, British Open 
champion Johnny Miller, Masters 
kingpin Ray Floyd and U.S. Open champ 
Jerry Pate, are rarin’ to go. So are 185 
other pros. 


Pate is not on the designated player 
list and neither is Palmer, but they are 
here anyway because the chance few a 
big payday is too good to pass up. 
The top prize for four days of work in 
this small community about 30 miles 
north of New York City is $60,000, and 
there’s only one other stop mi the regular 
tour — the Tournament Players Cham­ 
pionship - where a guy can pick up 60 
big ones in one chunk.

Bosox will miss Yawkey

NEW YORK (UPI) - Carl Yastrzemski wasn’t standing 
on any soapbox making a speech, he was standing a couple 
of feet off first base simply stating a fact. 
This was before Tuesday night’s All-Star game in Phila­ 
delphia. during batting practice, and Carl Yastrzemski was 
talking about Tom Yawkey, who had always lived with the 
hope his Boston Red Sox would win a world championship, 
but died last week without ever seeing that hope fulfilled. 
The Red Sox trail the Yankees now by 9Vfc games in the 
American League East. 
“We’d certainly like to win it for him," Yastrzemski said, 
referring to Yawkey. “As far as I’m concerned, it’ll always 
be for him, no matter when the Red Sox win it, this year, 
next year or any other year. There's no way of describing my 
feelings for him He knew how I felt about him. He was a 
wonderful man, not just with me, but with everyone He 
loved his ballplayers, all his employes He’d always stop to 
say hello to them ail, the parking lot attendants, the conces­ 
sionaires, everybody, 
“The day after he died," Yastrzemski went on “I sat up in 
the stands at Fenway Park during batting practice and they 
all came over to tell me bow they felt about him. They told 
me with him gone now, they didn’t feel Uke coming to work 
anymore " * 
Joe Cronin, who managed the Red Sox from 19» until 1947, 
then later served as their general manager, and Darrell 
Johnson, who pilots the dub now, both say the same thing 
about working for Tom Yawkey. He was one of a kind, the 
kind you don’t see around anymore 
“When it came to managing for him, he was the best,’ 
says Cronin “1 know it hurt him when we lost the World

It was a meaningless exhibition game against a 
college team, so you couldn’t expect the Oakland A’s 
to be scrapping like a pennant was at stake. 
But you couldn’t help but be impressed by the hitting 
of one of the college kids, Dave Stegman. He went 5- 
for-5, with a home run and a triple. 
This does not mean that Stegman’s bat was packed 
in ice and rushed to Cooperstown for immediate 
enshrinement. 
“It’s not a true picture," Stegman admits of the ex­ 
hibition performance, “but you still get to play against 
guys that have been there. You kind of watch ’em and 
say, Well, yea, I think I could play with these guys ’" 
. As of right now, Stegman is an untried, green rookie. 
That 5-for-5 day, along with his other legendary college 
batting feats, along with 50 cents, will buy Dave a hot 
dog at the Birmingham ballpark, where he has just 
launched his pro baseball career. 
(In his first five games, Stegman has gone 3-for-12). 
The cold truth is that only a heartbreakingly tiny 
percentage of high school and college superstars ever 
play an inning of major league baseball. 
However, Stegman’s coach at Arizona, Jerry Kin- 
dall, has this to say: 
“I sincerely believe Dave Stegman will be playing in 
a big league uniform in no longer than two years." 
Stegman has no personal timetable. 
“I really haven’t set any gaols as far 
as time goes," he says. “I think it really 
depends on how fortunate you are," 
Baseball people have told Dave that 
his organization, Detroit, is an excep­ 
tionally good team for rapid advance­ 
ment. 
“They’re willing to give me a shot as 
soon as I show ’em I can play," Dave 
says. 
Birmingham is in the class A A Southern League, 
where, at last count, only three hitters were above the 
.300 mark (Kevin Drake was one). 
Stegman hit over .400 his last two college seasons, 
but is well aware that the calibre of opposition was not 
consistently high. Some of the teams Arizona played 
were at least AA quality. Others would have their 
hands full with Stegman’s old high school team. 
But if Dave can hit professional pitching with 
anywhere near the consistency he showed in college, it 
won’t be possible to keep him down on the AA farm. 
The Detroit Tiger outfield is super solid right now. 
In center is Ron LeFlore, the famed prison-to-big- 
leagues guy. He’s only 23 (rumors say he’s older), is 
near the league lead in hitting, and is fast. The other 
Detroit outfielders, Mickey Stanley and Rusty Staub 
(a starter in the All-Star game, along with LeFlore), 
are both playing well. Stanley is 33; Staub 31. 
Dave would prefer to play center, where his speed is 
best utilized, but says, “It wouldn’t matter to me one

way or another. I think I could play any of the fields. 
I’m pretty confident that I could do the job defen­ 
sively ’’ 
So is Kindall, who says, “Dave is the best college 
centerfielder I have seen. Better than most big league 
outfielders. He has tremendous instinct — seldom does 
the ball get over his head." 
And Dave has the wheels. In his last two college 
seasons, he stole 62 bases in 71 attempts. “Our best 
base runner and base stealer for four years," says Kin­ 
dall. “Perhaps the best in Arizona history." 
(Arizona history, in a nutshell, is 42 consecutive win­ 
ning seasons.) 
If you’re getting the impression that Dave Stegman 
is an unusually gifted athlete, you’re on the right 
track. 
Jim Spruill was Stegman’s football coach at Lompoc 
High. Dave played defensive back and was pressed 
into service as an offensive halfback. He missed his 
junior season due to an operation to correct an old in­ 
jury, and he wasn’t 100 per cent as a senior. 
But mention Stegman’s name and Spruill’s eyes light 
up and the adjectives flow. 
Was Stegman a hitter? Spruill laughs at the ques­ 
tion, as if you had asked if Fred Astaire was light on 
his feet. 
“Whatever we needed, he got it," says Spruill. “He 
was our big playmaker on defense, and on offense, too, 
later in the season when we doubled him up. He always 
seemed to have a little bit extra to call on — speed. 
strength, balance. 
“In the last game of the season, against Cabrillo, he 
got a pitchout. They were all over him. I thought, 
That’s a loss.’ Well, he scored. And he didn’t do that 
type of thing once, he did it a whole lot of times Same 
on defense. Brother, he would just BE there." 


And smart? The Lompoc coaches called Dave “The 
Cheater." In team scrimmages, Spruill would yell out 
the number of a play to be run by the offense. Natural­ 
ly the defense could hear Spruill, but since there were 
some 140 offensive plays, he knew that the defenders 
would not know what was coming. However, if that 
particular play number had been used before, even 
weeks before, Stegman would remember the play, ex­ 
actly, and be there to bust it up. The Cheater. 
“You couldn’t ever run the same play twice against 
him," Spruill says, amazement in his voice. 
“In practice, he would be the demonstrator If you 
were running the ropes, he would be the best at runn­ 
ing ’em. If you were running 40-yard sprints, he would 
be the fastest. Whatever you did, he was the best 
“Whatever team he plays on, if you could possibly 
win, you’re going to win. That’s the type of kid he is. 
“And very humble and unassuming," adds Spruill. 
“I don’t think anyone here at the school could say 
enough good things about him."

Stegman had football offers from Air Force Academy, 
New Mexico, UC Riverside, and others. 
“Football was fun,” says Stegman, "but I always liked 
baseball better.” 
Like an old teammate of his, Roy Howell, Stegman 
manages to combine the two sports on the same field. He 
plays football in a baseball uniform. It’s called agres- 
siveness. 
Dave was promoted to the Braves’ varsity late in his 
freshman year and immediately signed a four-year lease on 
the property in center field. As a sophomore, he helped the 
Braves win a CIF 3-A championship.

He played every game of Lompoc’s CIF record 36 con­ 
secutive wins. 
Upon graduation, Stegman was drafted by the Minnesota 
Twins'in the 10th round. They offered him a little over 
$10,000, plus a college education. The Boston Red Sox drafted 
him after his junior year in college (10th round), and the 
Milwaukee Braves drafted him last January. 
He has no regrets about waiting. 
"I’m really satisfied that I did stay and get my degree, and 
I can go out and give it the best shot I can.” 
Dave keeps tabs on ex-teammates Howell and Roy 
Thomas in "The Sporting News.” 
"I’m looking forward to the day when Thomas finally gets 
a chance to get up there and show ’em what he can do,” says 
Stegman. 
Should Stegman get promoted to the Tigers’ AAA team in 
Evansville, he’ll get a chance to face Thomas, who pitches 
for Iowa. 
Local baseball fans still drool when talking about those old 
high school teams of Thomas, Howell, Stegman, Monte 
Bolinger — a group that came up through Little League 
together. 
In ’68. they were all on the 14-13-year-old Babe Ruth team 
that made it to the World Series. Stegman was a 14-year-old. 
Bill Rule was one of the team’s coaches. 
"He was real quiet, never had much to say,” says Rule. 
“You never really knew he was around. But he always did a 
hell of a job.” 
Stegman’s baseball career started in Little League in 
Inglewood. His family moved to Lompoc when he was eight. 
He’s the son of Mr. and Mrs. Adam Stegman, 316 East Oak 
St. It’s an athletic family. Brother Don (28) played football 
and baseball at Lompoc. Joe (34) played football and Babe 
Ruth baseball. There are three sisters. Teresa (27) skipped 
sports, but Lama (junior at Lompoc) is a diver and Mary 
(sophomore at Hancock) played ponytail softball. 
The other son, David (23), plays baseball.

MONTREAL (UPI) - The 
young Dutch woman was ob­ 
viously nervous. Tall and sl­ 
ender, one of the finest athletes 
in her country, she was facing 
an experience that was strange 
to her. It was a femininity test 
to determine whether she could 
compete In the women’s events 
at the Olympic games. 
With her at the laboratory 
near the Olympic Village was 
her team physician and a friend 
on the team, who had taken the 
test earlier. Their words were 
quiet and reassuring. 
The process was simple. A 
lab technician deftly scraped 
the inside of the athlete’s 
mouth. Then the Dutch girl was 
weighed, measured for height, 
and photographed. The entire 
process took less than two 
minutes and the girl was smil­ 
ing when she left. 
"Did it hurt?” she was asked. 
“Only a little,” she replied, 
sheepishly. 
Every woman competing in 
the Olympic games must take 
the test, an analysis of cells 
taken from the inside of the 
mouth to find the female sex 
chromosome. Each woman is 
given an official certification 
card — with her picture and 
other such identifying features 
such as height and weight — 
which must be presented before 
she can compete in any Olym­ 
pic event. 
Dr. Marcel Cadotte, in 
charge of administering the 
test here, said everyone who 
took the test had passed it. But 
in a previous Olympics, a gold 
medal was withdrawn from a 
Polish athlete who failed such a 
test. Although the test was 
administered before the com­ 
petition, processing was much 
slower and the result of the test 
was not known until after the 
competition. 
Women athletes are not the 
only ones to undergo medical 
tests. Random tests will be ad­ 
ministered to approximately 
130 athletes — both men and 
women — to check fen- illegal 
steroids, a drug that speeds the 
growth of muscle tissue. And 
approximately 2,500 athletes of 
both sexes will be selected at 
random and tested to make 
sure they have not taken drugs 
— mostly stimulants or 
tranquilizers — that have been 
banned by the International 
Olympic Committee. 


I f you’re tired of the usual 
fishing spots, give some thought 
to the lower Nacimiento River. 
You get there through the main 
gate of Camp Roberts, a few 
miles north of Paso Robles. 
The fish here, though mostly 
planted, are running about 
three to the pound, not- a bad 
size. Some are over 13 inches 
long, and are probably a carry­ 
over from last year. Most of the 
river is almost dry, but there 
may be some deep holes above 
the Twin Bridges, where there 
may lurk a few 1 unkers. 
One fisherman we know is 
having good luck there floating 
a bait about three feet below a 
bobber, then wading to 
midstream to let it run. He uses 
a garden worm or salmon egg 
and gets his limit every trip.

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It beats going to war, but 
Economic conference was just a ho-hum meeting 


Once upon a time world leaders, when they felt their pop­ 
ularity waning, marched to war. Today they call an economic 
summit conference 
That much ir an improvement. A 
dangerous distraction has been replaced by an idle one. 
What could the leaders of America, West Germany, Japan, 
Franc«, Britain, Italy and Canada (countries which together 
account for nearly 90 per cent of industrial countries’ output 
and over half the world’s total output) achieve at their ill- 
prepared meeting which could not have been achieved at any 
of the dozens of meetings held yearly under the auspices of the 
IMF, the Group of Ten, the Bank for International 
Settlements, or last week’s ministerial meeting of — and note 
the name — the Organization for Economic Co-operation and 
Development? 
Why bother with the OECD at all — with its high-powered 
staff, its research and statistical facilities, its regular 
national contacts and its fully briefed, prepared and struc­ 
tured meetings of ministers — if a trumped-up and badly 
managed tete -a-tete between national top-knobs can achieve 
what existing arrangements cannot? 
President Gerald Ford, in his opening remarks, said that the 
problem is to stop economic crises from arising, not to deal 
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with them when they have arisen. But neither he nor any of his 
colleagues seemed to understand what has arisen already. 
Aa our chart shows, the world’s seven leading capitalist 
economies are already nine months into a more violent 
recovery than the 18 month boom in 1972-73 which caused so 
much trouble. Admittedly the stock-cycle and the depth of the 
1974-75 slump help to explain the speed of the present up-turn, 
hut the output cycle already looks considerably shorter than 
last time. And it starts from a shakier base. Cyclically, the 
equivalent point in the last cycle was early 1972. Look at the 
comparisons : 
— Today, four of the seven big countries have inflation rates 
(latest figures compared with 12 months earlier) of 9-12jper 
cent; two, Britain and Italy of 15-17 per cent; and one, Ger­ 
many, of 5 per cent. In early 1972 all were within spitting dis­ 
tance of 5 per cent. 
— Total unemployment in the seven countries is now just un­ 
der 12.5 million. In early 1972 it was just under 8.25 million. 
— Commodity prices (The Economist dollar index) rose 28 
per cent in the 12 months to Jim ;, 1976; just about equal to the 
29 per cent rise in the 12 months to June, 1972. 
— In 1972 governments (Italy apart) were running budget

deficits — on an internationally comparable basis—of .5-1.5 
par cent of GNP to counter recession. Now they are running 
deficits equal to 3-7 per cent of GNP. True, the slump is more 
severe, but such deficits will not be easily eliminated. Much of 
the short-term employment they produce is offset by the 
adverse consequences for inflation in the medium-to-longer- 
term. 


Economist Commentary ' 


— Balance of payments disequilibria, despite floating ex­ 
change rates, are worse now. In the first half of 1972, Britain 
was running a $350 million surplus on current account, twice 
Germany’s 9170 million, a quarter as large as Italy’s $1.5 
billion. America was running a $4.6 billion deficit. This time 
the dollar is likely to become a strong and scarce currency 
again and the world’s monetary system is not geared to absorb 
a withdrawal of dollars from other countries. It assumes that 
dollars will usually be flowing into them. 
The good news is that the growth of domestic money supply 
in most countries was faster in early 1972. But the snag here is 
that the slowdown in money supply in 1976 has beat achieved 
by high interest rates rather than through cuts in government 
overspending. This may help to stop a recovery in investment. 
Despite pleadings, exhortations, warnings and meetings, the 
seven major capitalist countries are less well prepared today 
than they were three years ago for a sustained and durable ex­ 
pansion. The present boom may be aborted by renewed in­ 
flationary excesses. The argument about the proper target 
rate of growth for industrail countries to 1969 (ie, 5.5 per cent 
as most governments suggest or more as the British demand) 
is arcane. World leaders have not prepared their economies 
for the break-out from international stop-go and must take the 
consequences 
One portent from Puerto Rico: America and Germany 
revealed their willingness to crack the whip over ailing Bri­ 
tain and Italy, yet ironically Britain is taking the kind of 
measures — incomes restraint and proposed cuts in public 
spending — which could make a difference during the next up­ 
swing. Most other countries are still assuming that the high 
unemployment will stop a resurgence of inflation. It probably 
won’t.

Leinwand explained the pur­ 
pose of the office was to provide 
fanners with an outlet for their 
excess — but marketable — 
goods not selling through nor­ 
mal channels and to provide 


consumers with access to those 
goods.

United Press International 
Ten years ago most colleges 
—86 per cent—required a 
course in physical education. 
In that era, 90 per cent also 
insisted on an English require­ 
ment (one English course). And 
72 per cent demanded a foreign 
language. 
Those were the bad old days 
in higher education—if you 
hated phys ed, couldn’t get on 
with English or found a foreign 
language 
tw isted your 
tongue 
Those with such hates have 


an easier time of it these days. 
Many more colleges now do not 
require English or phys ed or a 
foreign language. 
That is one of the major 
changes in undergraduate edu­ 
cation since the 1968-’67 
academic year, according to a 
report published by the 
Carnegie Council on Policy 
Studies in Higher Education. 
The investigation by scholars 
at the Center for the Study of 
Higher Education at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan involved 
examination of college catalogs 


from 271 typical four-year and 
two-year schools. 
The team headed by Prof. 
Robert Blackburn reported the 
following on English, foreign 
language and phys ed. 
—72 per cent of the schools

freedom of choice. Colleges 
tend less to prescribe courses. 
As a result, students who so 
wish can dig deeper into subject 
specialties. 
Other highlights of the study: 
—The number of semester 
hours required to earn a degree 
dropped slightly at both four 
year colleges and two year ones 
—from 125 to 123; and from 63 
to 62, respectively. 
—Students with elective op­ 
tions tend to avoid the natural 
sciences in favor of the social 
sciences. Among reasons of­ 
fered to explain the unpopulari­ 
ty of the natural sciences; stu­ 
dent perceptions that the 
natural sciences are difficult; 
the difficulty of shifting from 
non-science to science majors 
without having first satisfied 
adequate science prerequisites; 
and the lost of high status of 
science dUring the middle and 
late 1960s. 
—General education, that 
part of the curriculum required 
for everyone to assure that all 
students become acquainted 
with more than one subject, 
decreased as a proportion of the 
total curiculum from 43.1 per 
cent to 33.5 per cent for the B. A. 
—The number of electives 
available to students increased 
to absorb almost the entire 
proportion of the curriculum 
that general education lost in 
the period under study. 
—At institutions where the 
change in the number of elec­ 
tives was large, more elective 
time was spent in courses that 
intensified student sampling of 
their major. 


The changes are good and 
bad. The investigators, discuss­ 
ing implications of the changes, 
said: 


"’Increasing free choice of 
students ought to help them 
learn. If students can take what 
they want rather than being 
required to cover areas in 
which they have less interest, 
they should increase the 
chances for genuine learning to 
take place. 


“ In a sim ilar vein, having to 
make responsible decisions 
about their academic program 
should foster their growth and 
maturity. 


“ On the other side of the 
ledger: no institutional require­ 
ments means students w ill not 
have many courses in common. 


“ When ail students read the 
same works, student exchange 
outside the classroom enriches 
learning and serves as a shared 
experience on which they can 
build.”

Carter, Kissinger not far apart 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
For the most part Jimmy 
Carter’s campaign utterances 
have been addressed to the 
domestic health of the United 
States, and in the general 
election campaign that comes 
later, foreign policy may well 
not be in the forefront, either 
— unless, perhaps, Ronald 
Reagan turns out to be the 
iblican presidential can- 
Republ 
didate. 


Thk GoMPurrc * rr Tow» 
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Still, now that he is virtually 
assured of the Democratic 
presidential nomination, some 
rhetorical basis for a future 
Carter foreign policy has to be 
laid. Carter’s third public ef­ 
fort in this direction was his 
speech to the Foreign Policy 
Association in New York on 
June 23. 
One difficulty that Carter is 
in is to seize ground from 
which he can criticize the 
foreign policy of the last two 
Republican administrations — 
that is, Henry Kissinger’s 
policy — without tying 
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himself down too much for the 
future, and without threaten­ 
ing an alarming breach of con­ 
tinuity from the Ford ad­ 
ministration to the possible 
Carter one. 
In earlier speeches and 
statements Carter has said a 
number of things about Israel 
and the Arabs which sound 
better to Israeli ears than 
what they usually hear from 
Kissinger; and he has in­ 
dicated that his approach to 
relations with Russia might 
be more rigorous than he im­ 
plies Kissinger’s has been. 
These are the only striking 
differences. 
The range of subjects on 
which Carter can, or even 
wants to, take a substantially 
different view from Kissinger 
is, in fact, quite limited, and 
so, in his New York speech, 
his criticisms of the conduct 
of American foreign relations 
in the Kissinger period con­ 
cerned mainly matters of 
style. 
“Too much emphasis on 
transient spectaculars,’’ 
Carter said; and “A one-man 
policy of international adven­ 
ture,’’ aimed at dramatic and 
surprising immediate results. 
Some of the acrobatic feats 
summed up in these phrases 
may have been more Nixon 
spectaculars than Kissinger 


ones; but when Carter summ­ 
ed it all up as “a kind of 
secretive lone ranger foreign 
policy,’’ echoing an unguarded 
remark of Kissinger’s in a 
celebrated interview with 
Oriana Fallaci, he left no 
doubt whom he meant. 
While this was good fun, the 
conclusions to be drawn from 
it were more or less optional, 
conclusions C arter 
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selected were those that he 
would want to be thought 
characteristic of himself: a 
lonely game had to be secret, 
and therefore tended to be 
“amoral,” while its opposite, 
openness and frankness, were 
more compatible with the 
morality MSP decency that 
Carter sees as appropriate 
both to the United States, and 
to himself. 
Openness would not only 
reflect better the American 
character, and permit the 
desirable “bipartisan har­ 
mony and collaboration 
between the president and 
congress,” it would also make 
for 
co n su ltatio n 
and 
partnership with the Euro­ 
pean and othpr allies that are 
America’s natural friends. 
C arter urged greater 
reliance on their friendship in 
terms of suggesting that it had 
been too much neglected in 
the recent past — an imputa­ 
tion that Kissinger would cer­ 
tainly reject. 
In large part the speech was 
drafted by the Polish-born 
professor at Columbia Univer­ 
sity, formerly of the policy 
planning staff in the state 
department under Dean Rusk, 
who is prominent among 
Carter’s foreign policy ad­ 
visers, Zbigniew Brzezinski 
Until last week Brzezinski 
was also director of the 
Trilateral Commission, a 
private international body 
formed three years ago to 
promote common North 
American, European and 
Japanese approaches to world 
problems. 
Somehow a strong doae of 
trilateralism got into the 
speech. 
Dwelling on the common in­ 
terests of the three regions. 
Carter urged “a partnership 
between North America, 
Western Europe and Japan.” 
He allowed it to appear possi­ 
ble, without spelling it out, 
that he thought of that 
partnership as the foundation 
for the “new architectural ef­ 
fort," which he foreshadowed 
in words designed to recall the 
creative period of American 
leadership in world policy that 
followed the Second World 
War. 
On three prints of substance 
Carter took issue with the pre­ 
sent regime. Without men­ 


tioning Italy, he said that If 
parties “whose ideologies are 
not 
shared 
by 
m ost 
Americans’’ (communists 
presumably) got into power 
somewhere by democratic 
means, then, provided they 
were willing to be well- 
behaved, the United States 
need not feel obliged to 
meddle: “We must learn to 
live with diversity.” 
. He said that the purpose of 
the SALT talks should be 
“significant nuclear disar­ 
mament,” which is a different 
thing from K issinger’s 
attempt to set a ceiling on 
growth. 
He d eclared him self 
worried by the vigor with 
which the United States 
promotes arms sales to 
foreign, and particularly 
developing, countries. 
Two days after Carter spoke 
in New York Kissinger was in 
London giving the first 
Aiastair Buchan memorial 
lecture. For Kissinger, lonely 
adventures and dramatic sur­ 
prise performances no longer 
appear to be in the cards; 
January, and the probable end 
of his tenure as secretary of 
State, are not very far off. 
Kissinger’s London speech 
suggests that he, too, is in a 
mood to think about laying a 
basis for continuity. It even 
contained the trilateral 
theme: “Our association with 
western Europe. Canada and 
Japan thus goes to the heart of 
our national purpose ’’ 
Apart from the three points 
mentioned, there are not 
many in Carter’s speech that 
he would quarrel with. Even 
about the need for openness 
instead of secrecy, he would 
merely say that the open con­ 
duct of foreign policy is all 
very well until you find 
yourself in charge of it.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
hundred years after the Ameri­ 
can Revolution all is sweetness 
and light in “ the special 
relationship” between Great 
Britain and the United States — 
or is it? 
Queen Elisabeth II, who has 
just wound up a Bicentennial 
pilgrimage to America, gen­ 
erously has conceded Britain 
learned a lesson from 1776. 
President Ford, no less 
generous, has lavished more at­ 
tention on Her Majesty and the 
Duke of Edinburgh than on any 
other state visitor in his ad­ 
ministration. 
Parliament sent Congress its 
most treasured copy of the 761- 
year-old Magna Carta. In 
presenting the parchment, the 


lord chancellor won cheers by 
announcing under the Capitol 
rotunda he was defying Thomas 
Jefferson by wearing a full- 
bottomed wig in these United 
States. 
Ordinary Americans craned 
their necks to catch a glimpse 
of the queen, snapping their 
cameras as she traipsed from 
Pennsylvania Avenue and Wall 
Street, or quietly drooled over 
the royal progress from Phila­ 
delphia through Washington to 
Boston. 
“The natural gravity of the 
relationship is excellent,” said 
one State Department officer, 
himself a graduate of Oxford 
University. "And it takes a 
special problem like Vietnam to 
drive us apart.” 


In the recent past, there have 
been those special problems: 
President Lyndon Johnson 
resented Britain’s failure to 
support America’s intervention 
in Indochina with troops. On 
one occasion he chided Harold 
Wilson, the Labor party leader, 
for coming to the United States 
to campaign for the British 
election on the steps of the 
White House 
Britain was no less irritated 
by the U.S. refusal to abide by 
U.N. sanctions against the 
white minority government in 
Rhodesia, or by the U.S. 
blacklisting of British ships 
which carried cargos to Cuba. 
U.S. officials have been con­ 
cerned about Britain’s so­ 
cialistic leanings, its galloping 
inflation, its industrial lethargy 
and its military withdrawal 
from the Far East and the Per­ 
sian Gulf. 
As people, Americans and 
Britons learn soon enough they 
have many differences — in 


speech and habits particularly 
— despite a common, though 
distant, heritage. 
"Knickers” in England mean 
underpants, not the golfing 
pants Americans are used to. 
"IT1 knock you up” means: 
"I’ll wake you up,” and not 
what Americans might think. 
Hamburgers translate into 
"wimpies” in English. 
To most Americans, the 
British remain aloof and cool 
an inordinately long time. 
James Thomson, an Asian 
and journalistic specialist at 
Harvard University, likes to 
tell the story of his first meal in 
a dining hall at Cambridge 
University: 
"I stuck out my hand to the 
student sitting next to me,” 
Thomson says, "and boldly in­ 
troduced myself. 
"I’m Jim Thomson,” I said. 
The English student replied: 
"Indeed!” And got up and left. 
Yet despite differences and 
sharp edges, U.S.-British rela­ 


tions have an extraordinary 
range and breadth, going from 
high level, official, to low level, 
every day. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer has a warm personal 
relationship with Prime Minis­ 
ter James Callaghan, which 
grew mit of common efforts in 
1974 to solve the Cyprus crisis. 
Earlier this year, the queen 
made former Senator J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright an honorary 
Knight of the Order of the 
British Empire for his pioneer­ 
ing work in international 
educational exchange. 
House Speaker Carl Albert 
was a Rhodes scholar at Oxford 


between the two world wars 
and traveled bade there this 
year to see his own bust un­ 
veiled in his old Oxford college. 
Other prominent Americans 
received part of their schooling 
in Britain. Former Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk was a Rhodes 
scholar, Ambassador (to Mos­ 
cow) Jacob Beam went to 
Cambridge University and Am­ 
bassador (to Bonn) George 
McGhee attended Oxford. 
John Dunlop, former secre­ 
tary of labor, and Carla Hills, 
secretary of housing and urban 
development, both attended 
British universities. 
Every year, countless Ameri- 


can and British businessmen 
cross the Atlantic in search of 
trade and investments. (Ac­ 
cording to Commerce Depart­ 
ment statistics Britain leads 
European countries in investing 
in the United States.) 
And of course, thousands of 
Americans visit Britain every 
year. 
Sane even come back with 
British spouses and raise 
Anglo-American children. 
They send remittances back 
to England, plan their vaca­ 
tions in the British Isles and ul­ 
timately create “the unbreak­ 
able bond” in the relations of 
the two countries. 
Unique university program 
weds science and the arts 
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LIMA. Peru (UPI) - A one- 
eyed Indian guide's tale of bat-, 
tling a band of red-haired, 
hunchedbacked giants has 
fueled speculation a tribe of 
Stone Age aborigines may. in­ 
habit the northern jungles of 
Peru. 
The story of the olive­ 
skinned. barefoot, hunchbacked 
men, more than 6-foot-6 with 
feet twice normal size, is spark- 
ing d e b a te among a n ­ 
thropologists and historians. 


One scientist said Tuesday he 
doubted their existence, but a 
well-known 
a m a t e u r 
anthropologist claimed it was 
well within scientific pos­ 
sibility. 
The giants have been report­ 
ed only in San Martin Province, 
an area of thick rain forests and 
wooded foothills east of the 
Andes. Its 200,000 residents 
have neither telephone service 
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nor paved roads. 
Rumors about giant tribes­ 
men in northern jungles have 
circulated frequently In the 
past. They received fresh 
momentum early this month 
when an explorer claimed to 
have stumbled across such a 
tribe. 
Carlos Torreaba, discoverer 
of the ruins of a lost Indian city 
in San Martin Province, said he 
came across the giants while 
lost for two weeks in the jungle. 
Clad only in animal skins, 
with reddish hair, and speaking 
a dialect he had never heard, 
they fled at his approach, he 
said. 
Days later, two large circula­ 
tion Lima newspapers. Ultima 
Hora and La Prensa, quoted an 
Indian guide. Encarnación 
Napuri, as saying that on April 
26 a group of about 15 giant 
aborigines armed with thick 
wooden clubs, stone-headed 
axes and hardwood lances at­ 
tacked a camp of professional 
hunters. 
La Prensa said the tribesmen 
abducted three women and 
wounded five men in the camp 
before being driven off by 
shotgun blasts. Ultima Hora 
said five men, three women and 
two children were injured but 
did not mention any kidnaping» 
The disparity might be ex­ 
plained by Ultima Hora s com­ 
ment that Napuri spoke ex­ 
tremely poor Spanish. 
He was interviewed in the 
coastal town of Trujillo, where 
he had gone to consult a witch 
doctor, according to Ultima 
Hora. 
The director of the regional 
center of Indian remains, 
Cristobal Campana, said, "I 
don’t believe in the existence of 
these hunchbacked men ... they 
correspond to precisely none of 
the racial traite of the people 
seen in the Andean regions so 
far.” 
But Carlos Alianga Silva, a 
policeman and amateur an­ 
thropologist who has traveled 
widely in the Peruvian jungles, 
said the indigenous Peruvian 
could adapt himself very easily 
to life in the forested areas on 
the Andean foothills 
He said the giants may be 
descended from the Chancas, a 
tribe that retreated into the 
northern jungles rather than 
submit to the Spanish conquis­ 
tadores. 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - 
Science and the arte have been 
wedded together here in a un­ 
ique university program to 
make the job of Giulia 
Musumeci in Venice, Italy, 
much easier. 
Ms. Musumeci works for the 
Venice superintendent of monu­ 
ments as a restorer of sculp­ 
tures — a task she cannot hope 
to complete in her lifetime. 
But John Asmus, a University 
of California, San Diego, scien­ 
tist, has perfected the use of a 
laser in cleaning statuary — it 
can clean in days what 
m ight have tak e n Ms. 
Musumeci a year to do. 
Asmus is the principal in- 
v^sti gator for a five-year art- 
science project with the objec­ 
tives of further developing 
laser restoration techniques 
and training graduate students 
in laser art conservation. It is 
the only one of six such projects 
in the country which uses the 
laser. 
Because of his work the Vene­ 
tian government has invested 
$28.000 in a laser now being 
completed at the university. 
Asmus expects to deliver the 
laser and train Musumeci in its 
use sometime in September. 
Asmus recalls thinking it all a 
joke when he was first asked to 
experiment with laser cleaning 
back in 1972. "I thought it was a 
joke to use a $30,000 laser as as 
blow torch,” Asmus recalls. 
He was in Venice with his 
laser to make holographic pic­ 
tures of major art works. 
That’s when Musumeci asked if 
the laser couldn’t help clean 
statues, too. 
By making some adjustments 
in pulse length, color and 
energy of the laser, Asmus was 
able to clean statuary. The 
laser vaporizes layers of 
encrustations and overpainting 
with high-energy bursts mil­ 
liseconds in duration. The 
process is self-limiting because 
the laser is set to reflect from a 
light-colored surface, thus it 
stops penetrating when it burns 
away the dirt and grime. 
Obviously not everyone was 
convinced of the total safety of 
the system, not even Asmus. So 
he spent the better part of a 
year in Europe cleaning pottery 
in the hills of Tuscany, 
magnesium limestone at Win­ 
chester Cathedral, a lead sar­ 
cophagus in Brussels, and wood 
carvings, textiles and frescoes 


in Munich. 
"If you have enough patience 
and are tricky enough you can 
find a way to clean anything,” 
he explains. 
He quickly developed a 
reputation as a man who could 
clean things with a laser and he 
used to joke about having 
“laser, will travel. I used to get 
messages like ‘have cathedral, 
needs cleaning.’” 
But the art world was still not 
convinced, and the Venetian 
government didn’t have the 
money for a laser, so Asmus 
returned to UCSD and got in­ 
volved in other projects. 
He kept receiving pieces of 
stone — “ and even tomb­ 
stones” he recalls — from 


throughout the world as 
curators and others wanted a 
test to see if their material 
could be cleaned by laser. 
Now he has developed a por­ 
table laser for Venice which is 
half the size and 10 times the 
power of a laboratory model. 
Asmus is pleased that the 
laser is dealing with a 
humanistic endeavor of science 
and technology, and terms it a 
major turning point in his 
career. 
“There is a whole class of 
materials and problems as­ 
sociated with the arts,” he ex­ 
plains. "It 1» a route for the 
scientist in me to do something 
creative and interesting and 
probably worthwhile."

A unanimity 
of purpose 


Either as a result of city 
council pressure or because of 
an increased commitment to 
progress, the Lompoc Valley 
Economic Development As­ 
sociation and the City of Lom­ 
poc seem to be riding the crest 
of a wave of unanimity of pur­ 
pose not previously existent 
between the two bodies. 
We are very happy to see it 
and predict increased activity 
and accomplishments for 
L.E.D.A. as a result. 
Lompoc for decades has 
depended solely on Johns- 
M anville, G refco, the 
agricultural industry and, 
more recently, Vandenberg 
for its economic well being. 
There never seemed to be any 
real need for additional in­ 
dustry when the community 
was 10,000 or 15,000 souls. That 
picture has, of course, 
changed drastically since the 
early and mid-sixties and we 
are now faced with high un­ 
employment and no viable 
future for a good portion of our 
youth. The efforts of L.E.D.A. 
hopefully will change all that. 
L.E.D.A. by necessity must 
operate somewhat in secrecy 
as much of the activity in 
which it is involved is 
proprietary activity and can­ 
not be divulged for public con­ 
sumption. That shroud of 
secrecy has brought no small 
amount of criticism (town on 
the heads of the L.E.D.A. 
manager and board of direc-

tors in the past. After all, thou­ 
sands of dollars have been put 
into the economic develop­ 
ment effort in Lompoc and 
nothing much of material 
value has developed.

NEW YORK - While Jimmy Carter 
was narrowing down his vice presiden­ 
tial choices, members of Ronald 
Reagan’s inner circle drew up their own 
secret, informal list of vice presidential 
prospects. 
They are confident Reagan will win the 
Republican presidential nomination next 
month and will choose 
a running mate from 
their list. 
The surprise on the 
list is Ambassador to 
Britain 
Anne 
Armstrong. Even 
R eagan’s 
most 
chauvinistic advisers 
have said they could 
'support the dynamic 
ambassador. She is 
one of the three top 
contenders. 
Another 
hot 
prospect is Treasury Secretary William 
Simon, a conservative like Reagan but a 
loyal supporter of President Ford. Simon 
¡also has the respect of the Eastern 
(money establishment Reagan’s inner 
circle feels that Simon, because of his 
devotion to Ford, would draw the party 
together after the President’s an­ 
ticipated defeat. 
The third leading contender is William 
Ruckelshaus, who has served alternately 
as deputy attorney general, FBI chief 
and environmental czar. He was a vic­ 
tim of Richard Nixon’s notorious “Satur­ 
day Night Massacre” which forced out 
the first special Watergate prosecutor, 
Archibald Cox. 
Considered but rejected by the inner 
circle, barring an unlikely change of 
heart, are Reagan’s able campaign 
chairman, Sen. Paul Laxalt, R-Nev., and 
former Treasury Secretary John Connal- 
iyLaxalt has made a highly favorable 
impression on the people around Reagan. 
But Laxalt’s home state of Nevada is too 
close to California to make a balanced 
ticket. 
In Connally’s case, his "big 
government” concepts have alarmed 
some Reagan backers. They also fear the 
milk scandal, and Connally’s reputation 
for wheeling-dealing may taint the 
ticket, even though he was acquitted of 
criminal charges. 
Down the list are three senators who at 
least are under consideration by the 
Reagan strategists. They are Sens 
Howard Baker, R-Tenn., a celebrity of 
the Watergate hearings; William Brock, 
R-Tenn., an archconservative far to the 
right of Reagan; and Mark Hatfield, R- 
Ore., a liberal who could broaden the 
Republican spectrum. 
Reagan's own thinking, according to 
sources close to him, is that he wants a 
vice president who would carry on his 
political philosophy. 
BURGEONING 
BUREAUCRACY: 
The Senate has jumped the gun on Jim­ 
my Carter’s campaign promise to 


streamline the government. In a joint 
operation, the Senate Commerce and 
Government Operations committees are 
studying ways to revamp the burgeoning 
bureaucracy. 
The joint study has already produced 
evidence that federal agencies can be cut 
back, that the last four administrations 
did not usually appoint qualified people 
to run federal agencies and that 
regulatory agencies put off Important 
decisions for an unconscionable time. 
Carter will learn from the unpublished 
Senate study, for example, that it took 
the Food and Drug Administration near­ 
ly 11 years to decide how many peanuts 
should be required in peanut butter. He 
owns a peanut farm in Georgia. 
So far, the study supports Carter’s 
stance against big government. He has 
bragged that, as Governor of Georgia, be 
cut 300 state agencies down to 22. But 
skeptics doubt that he will ever be able 
to curb the m assive federal 
bureaucracy. They point out that the 
strongest of Presidents have found 
themselves but small dogs wagged by a 
giant bureaucratic tail. 
Sens. Abraham Ribicaff, D-Conn, and 
Charles Percy, R-Ill., disagree. They 
ordered the Senate study and are deter­ 
mined to implement it. They will push 
legislation, based on the study, to make 
the government more efficent. 
To counsel them, the senators have 
formed a panel of advisers consisting of 
former agency directors, lawyers and 
economists. Meanwhile, the Senate in- 


quiry has been divided into these ap­ 
proaches: 
(1) To eliminate administrative 
delays; (2) to end overlapping 
regulatory functions; (3) to increase 
public participation in the regulatory 
process; (4> to insure the independence 
of federal agencies from political pres­ 
sures; (5) to upgrade the quality of 
presidential appointments; (6) to im­ 
prove congressional oversight; and (7) 
to determine the necessity of regula­ 
tions. 
Ribicoff kicked off the study with this 
pledge to his colleagues: “We are 
prepared to take a hard look at the facts 
and let the chips fall where they may.” 
The preliminary findings have con­ 
firmed Jimmy Carter’s worst fears. 
After 33 years, for example, the Federal 
Communications Commission hasn’t 
resolved a single dispute between two 
broadcasters. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
and Civil Aeronautics Board, between 
them, set regulations which increase 
consumer costs by a staggering $4 billion 
to $10 billion a year. 
The Federal Aviation Administration 
failed to order a known defect in the DC- 
10 airliner corrected, with the tragic 
result that 344 people were killed in a 
crash near Paris. And the list goes on. 
Footnote: The senators will invite 
Carter, if he is elected, to help them 
revamp the federal government’s 
Balkanized departments, agencies and 
bureaus.

Washington calling by 
Marquis Childs 
Lessons from 
Puerto Rico 


WASHINGTON - So much of the news 
is a commodity whipped up by the media 
itself. That was true of a lot of the 
coverage of the 30 primaries reported in 
the old tradition of “he’s up, he’s down,” 
with only a fraction of the electorate con­ 
cerned enough to vote. 
But the prize example of synthetic 
news was President 
Ford’s economic sum­ 
mit in Puerto Rico. As 
image-building by way 
of television it served 
his purposes. Even as 
first announced, the 
possibility of any 
tangible achievement 
was heavily dis­ 
counted and no one, 
therefore, had reason 
to be disappointed. 
In the choice of a 
site — San Juan in the 
full blaze of summer’s heat — was an 
irony that must have escaped the harried 
heads of government. As they went from 
one air-conditioned conference room to 
another under the heaviest security on 
this two-day excursion, the locale meant 
little or nothing. 
Yet they might have learned 
something about the problems of the 
Third World from this curious island 
commonwealth. For Puerto Rico, as a 
dependent of the United States, is part of 
a balancing act that threatens from time 
to time to fall apart. They might have 
learned, too, about the role Cuba has 
played in the Puerto Rican dilemma. 
Fidel Castro’s meddling in the 
relationship between Puerto Rico and 
the United States is one of the reasons , 
that the proposed reopening a year ago of 
the Cuban-U.S. dialogue was aborted. 
While this was secondary to the massive 
Cuban intervention in Angola — there 
may be today as many as 15,000 Cuban 
troops in that former Portuguese colony 
— it was nevertheless evidence that 
Castro was continuing to try to make 
trouble for America in the Caribbean. 
Last September at a solidarity con­ 
gress in Havana the cause was Puerto 
Rican independence. And although its 
importance was played down, the Cuban 
radio beamed inflammatory speeches, 
many of them by Puerto Rican in­ 
dependence delegates to the island com­ 
monwealth. 
The Cubans never miss an opportunity 
to raise this issue at the United Nations. 
They are expected to do a repeat perfor­ 
mance in August before what is known as 
the Committee of 24 which concerns 
itself with de-colonization. These 
gestures mean littla except as 
propaganda and as proof for Washington 
that Castro Is determined to continue his 
trouble-making role. 
Repeatedly in free elections the 
Puerto Ricans have voted down in­ 
dependence In the last elections in 1972 
the independence parties got only 4.5 per 
cent of the vote, with 85 per cent of 
potential voters going to the polls. 
By any rational measurement in­ 
dependence would be the sheerest 
madness In an island heavily over­ 
populated with no energy resources, suf­ 
fering from a severe recession caused in 
part by the quadrupling of oil prices, cut­ 
ting off the massive help provided by the 
United States would be a form of suicide. 
Given his Marxist outlook. Castro may 
envisage Puerto Rico as a second 
Angola. Cuban troops would move in to 
keep order. But with Cubans themselves 
still rationed for many essentials, the 
food deficit could never be made up. The 
island would soon become a starving 
poorhouse. 
As a measure of American help, out of 
a population of 3,000,000, 52 per cent, or 
1,558,000, are on the food stamp 
program More than 200,000 are on the 
federal aid for families with dependent 
children, although the monthly payment 
of $45 does not go far. 
A determined drive to build up in­ 
dustry and tourism has raised per capita 
income to more than $2,000, according to 
a spokesman for the island. That income 
is the second-highest in Latin America, 
exceeded only by oil-rich Venezuela. 
With unemployment officially at 17 per 
cent and tourism falling off, it will low a 
struggle to sustain such a level. 
Even if they had had a moment to con­ 
sider it, this must all have seemed irrele­ 
vant to the heads of government. Each 
has his own serious political-economic 
problems back home and each was mak­ 
ing sure that he got filmed by the televi­ 
sion crew that turned up from his home 
base. Here were the statesmen debating 
with their fellows about inflation and its 
perils together with unemployment and 
the dangers if the brake is pushed down 
too hard on the current recovery. 


Puerto Rico is in a sense part of the 
Third World. As such it is an object les­ 
son in the cost of sustaining living stan­ 
dards at anything close to the level of the 
industrialized nations.
